I herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
state  of  the  Borough  and  Port  of  Folkestone  during  1951. 

according  to  ths  He gi s tr ar -Ge ner  ML  there  has  been  a slight 
reduction  in  the  estimated  home  population  ( civilian  and  non- civilian) 
45,210  in  1951  compared  mith  45,560  in  1950# 

There  mas  an  increase  over  1950  in  the  incidence  of  Measles  - 
850  cases  over  130.  1950  mas,  honsver , an  unusual^  free  one  in  the 

case  of  Ms  asles.  In  1949,  the r e re  re  967  cases. 

In  the  case  of  '.'hooping  Cough  tiers  ras  also  an  increase  from 
135  ca.se 3 in  1950  to  523  cases  in  1951. 

Onljr  tmo  cases  of  Diphtheria  mere  notified  and  there  mere  no 
deaths  from  this  disease.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  has 
been  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  children  mho  * ere  given 
primary-  inoculation  against  Diphtheria,  the  numbers  being  747  primary 
inoculations  in  1951  compared  mith  483  in  1950. 

There  mas  an  increase  in  Primary  and  Influenzal  Pneumonia,  the 
latter  being  due  to  the  general  outbreak  of  Influenza  in  January 
and  Fe  b r uar y , 1951. 

Vaccinations  have  also  shorn  an  increase  as  mill  be  seen  from 
the  f o 11  oi . i n g f i gur  e s :

In  viem  of  the  outbreak  in  Brighton  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
15  special  cli.  ics  mere  arranged  at  the  Public  Health  Department, 
mainly  for  the  benefit  of  people  going  to  or  coming  from  this  area; 

80  vaccinations  mere  carried  out. 

3 in 03  the  inception  of  the  Puerperal  Pyremia  Regulations,  1951, 
nhich  case  into  operation  on  the  1st  August,  1951,  there  has  been 
a considerable  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  - only  one  before 
that  date  and  8 afterwards • There  mere  no  maternal  deaths. 

One  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  mas  notified  and  the  child’s 
vi s i on  unimpaired . 

In  1951  the  primary  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  shomed  a 
reduction  of  one  quarter  compared  mith  1950  (40  and  54  notifications 
respectively)  and  there  mas  also  a big  decrease  in  the  number  of 
deaths  - 5 in  1951  compared  'ith  18  in  1950.  The  Death  Hate  from 
Tuberculosis  per  1,000  population  in  Folkestone  ‘"as  0.13  compared  - ith 
0.31  lor  B:. :.gland  and  Wales.

I leg  to  present  the  .^nnuc.l  Report  on  tie  -'.ork  of  tie  3onitarv 
Department  for  the  year  1951. 

The  total  of  over  9,GC0  visits  in.de  to  various  premises  in 
connection  with  tile  multifarious  duties  with  which  the  Department 
is  chargee,  is  indicative  of  the  amount  of  -ork  carried  out  and  the 
record  of  improvements  effected  speaks  for  itself.  The  vast  majority 
of  fcna se  impr ovement s were  achieved  ~rithout  recourse  to  statutory 
action  and  in  only  one  case  was  it  necessary  to  resort  to  legal  pro- 
ce e dings  to  secure  compliance  vith  notices  served. 

activities  in  the  campaign  to  secure  more  hygienic  handling  of 
food  continued  throughout  the  year , and  special  attention  was  &ir- 
e c us d to  those  premises  ( happily1-  in  the  minority)  which  -.'ere  found  to 
ee  -'anting.  The  majority  of  food  traders  and  proprietors  of  catering 
establishments  have  made  genuine  efforts  to  raise  standards,  and  in 
°0hJ  cases  nave  incurred  considerable  expense  to  meet  r e commend  a.  t ions 
i....ade  in  this  connection,  hut  some  individual  food  handlers  are  still 
very  slo?;_to  respond  and  the  task  of  educating  these  baok-sliusrs  is 
o.  sIoy  and  difficult  problem.  Thus,  discouraging  examples  are 
occasionally  found,  such  as  mash  hand  basins  being  provided  and  instead 
of  serving  the  purpose  for  which  they  . ere  intended,  are  regarded  as 
a convenient  place  to  store  the  handbags  of  female  employees . 

The  Rood  Hygiene  Exhibition  held  in  the  Te  n Hall  from 
i-i.pril  11th  - 13th  was  an  outstanding  success  and.  undoubtedly  served 
ius  purpose  of  illustrating  the  potential  dangers  arising  from  care- 
less ^ handling  of  food.  Such  efforts  as  this  are  valuable  in  developing 
a critical  interest  in  the  minds  of  the  public  and  thus  influence 
public  opinion  - the  most  powerful  weapon  in  any  campaign. 

Legislative  changes  which  occurred  during  the  year  included  the 
coming  into ^ operation  of  the  Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  materials 
net,  1951,  the  removal  of  war  time  suspension  of  certain  Harking 
Orders  relating  to  the  marring  of  imported  foodstuffs  and  the  prescrib- 
ing,, ior  one  first  time,  of  le gal  standards  for  the  composition  of 
ice  cream.

All  notified  cases  of  infectious  disease  vers  visited  by  the 
District  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  usual  arrangements  for  terminal 
disinfection  of  premises  and  bedding,  etc.,  mere  made.  No  untoward 
incidents  arose  except  in  one  case  "/'here  a claim  for  alleged  damage  to 
some  clothing  mas  received.  The  claim  mas  referred  to  the  Insurance 
Company7'  and  an  amicable  settlement  mas  readied. 

Disinfection  Service  mas  also  given  to  cabins  and  bedding  on 
cross  channel  steamers  following  occupation  by  infected  passengers 
(e.g.,  Tuberculosis  patients)  and  blankets,  etc.,  from  the  Royal 
Victoria  Hospital  rare  regularly  treated  at  the  last  Cliff  Depot. 

56  premises  mere  found  to  be  infested  with  vermin  and  in  6 of 
these  treatment  bp-  Hydrogen  Cyanide  was  recommended  and  subsequently 
carried  out  by  the  owners . In  less  serious  localised  infestations 
recourse  was  had  to  thorough  cleansing  and  spraying  with  appropriate 
insecticides,  coupled  where  necessary  with  steam  treatment  of 
infested  bedding. 

15  requests  for  assistance  in  dealing  with  infestation  of  cock- 
roaches were  received  and  suitable  treatment  was  undertaken  on  payment 
of  a nominal  charge  to  cover  costs  of  labour  and  material.  In  many 
other  instances,  especially  in  food  premises,  advice  was  given  as  to 
the  best  method  of  control.  I regard  this  part  of  the  disinfestation 
service  as  of  considerable  importance,  and  occupiers  are  encouraged 
to  report  such  infestations  immediately  suspicion  is  aroused.  If 
cockroaches  are  allow- ad  to  become  well  established  complete  eradication 
is  often  a difficult  and  prolonged  process.

The  erection  of  one  no’  dairy  "rich  mill  replace  very 
unsatisfactory  premises  • as  ne arins_.  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year 
mid  is,  in  fact,  nom  operating. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  no  loose  milk  (other  than  bulk 
supplies  to  hotels,  etc.,)  is  nom  retailed  by  roundsmen  in  the  Borough, 
and  the  old  practice  of  milk  being  scooped  out  of  cans  into  the  house  - 
rive's  jug  has  at  last  completely  disappeared.  This  is  undoubtedly  a 
matter  for  satisfaction  mid  reduces  the  risk  of  milk  being  continuously 
exposed  to  contamination  during  delivery. 

mu  increasing  tendency  has  also  been  noted  for  the  small  dis- 
tributors to  abandon  the  practice  of  bottling  their  o~m  supplies  in 
favour  of  obtaining  milk  already  bottled  from  larger  dairymen;  this 
is  also  a better  arrangement  as  facilities  for  cleansing  and 
efficiently  sterilising  equipment  are  usually  much  more  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  Methylene  Blue  failures  at  first  sight  appears 
rather  high,  but  this  is  not  indicative  of  any  general  deterioration 
in  the  quality  of  milk  supplies.  Most  of  the  unsatisfactory  results 
mere  from  check  samples  obtained  mhilst  investigating  isolated 
incidents,  mhon  the  ratio:  of  bad  to  good  samples  is  almays  temporarily 
di s pr op  or t i onate  .

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  bringing  up-to-date  tire  details 
in  respect  of  shops  in  the  Borough,  full  details  of  a further  2S9  being 
recorded  for  purposes  of  the  above  net.  Generally  speaking,  the  con- 
ditions found  were  quite  satisfactory  and  give  rise  to  no  special  comment* 


HOUSING 


The  subject  of  housing  has  nor;  become  a hardy  annual  and  though 
the  min  spotlight  is  still  focused  on  the  need  for  nev  duellings  to 
satisfy  the  demands  of  the  long  list  of  applicants  for  a separate  home, 
I believe  that  the  urgent  necessity  of  closing  unfit  duellings  and 
reconditioning  houses  which  are  falling  into  disrepair  is  at  last  be- 
ginning to  receive  some  attention.  .At  present  this  concern,  so  freely 
and  so  long  expressed  by  all  e/ho  have  responsibilities  in  the  matter, 
has  not  been  translated  into  a real  practical  drive  such  as  vs  mere 
engaged  in  prior  to  1939,  and  until  this  is  possible  the  problem  till 
continue  . 


As  I observed  last  year,  No Ike  stone  is  fortunate  in  so  far  as  no 
slum  clearance  problem  of  major  proportion  exists  such  as  obtains  in 
most  industrial  to* ns,  but  there  are  an  appreciable  number  of  unfit 
duellings  scattered  around  the  torn,  including  seme  very  poor  basement 
premises  vhich  require  attention,  and  a still  larger  number  of  houses 
"here  thorough  repair  and  reconditioning  is  very  necessary  to  prevent 
fur  tiier  deter  ior  at  ion . 


One  small  area,  comprising  some  13  houses  in  North  Street,  and 
included  in  the  Harbour  Redevelopment  Plan,  vas  made  the  subject  of  a 
Declaration  of  Unfitness  Order,  and  a Public  enquiry  vas  held  on 
20th  November  uhen  a number  of  objections  mere  heard.  The  Order  vas, 
hovever , subsequently  confirmed  by  the  minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government . 

The  Department  is  still  called  upon  to  investigate  cases  where 
applicants  for  alternative  accommodation  claim  special  priority  on 
grounds  oi  over  crowding , Tuberculosis  or  other  special  health  needs, 
etc.,  and  79  visits  mere  made  during  the  year  in  this  connection. 

'.'here  justified,  suitable  re  come  ndat  ions  are  forwarded  to  the  Housing 
Department  for  consideration  by  the  Housing  Committee.
